spectacular Deals Made Him 
Widely Known in the 
Grain Business. 


William T. Haarstick, formerly presi- 
dent of the Merchants’ Exchange, and 
one of the best-known men in St. Louis 
commercial circles, Gied suddenly about 
2 p. m. Monday, in the rear room of 
the offices of Flanagan & Co.; commis- 
sion merchants, at 305 Pine street. 

Mr. Haarstick was walking on Pine 
street, between . Third . and. Fourth 
streets, when he fell to the ground. 
Several personal friends, among them 
former Gov, David R. Francis, saw him 
fall and rushed to his assistance, car- 
rying him into the office. of Flanagan & 
Co. 

W. M. Flesh of C. H. Albers & Co. 
ran to the Planters Hotel and sum- 
moned Dr. Lyons, who / found Mr. 
Haarstick: dying. apparently from heart 
disease. Mr. Haarstick. died 1. min- 
utes after he was carried into the office. 

Gov. Francis and others arranged for 
the body to be taken to the Wagoner 
undertaking establishment, instead of 
the Morgue. 

Leader in Whea: Trade. 

Mr.. Haarstick was 44 years old, and 
was a son of Henry C. Haarstick. He 
was born in St. Louis, and was. promi- 
nent in the wheat trade for many years. 

Haarstick less than ten years age 
was one of the most spectacular Diung- 
ers on the St. Louis Merchants’ Ex- 
change. At times he traded in millions 
of bushels of grain in a cay, and in the 
late "9s he came so near working a 
big corner in wheat that when the 
‘‘break’’ came he was still able to re- 
alize on his holding a fortune estimated 
to be more than $1,000,000. 

A year later he made a disastrous at- 
tempt to work another corner, and his 
fortune was swept away. 

He obtained employment with an im- 
porting firm, and for the first time in 
his life worked for someone else. 

Four years ago, with borrowed capital, 
he. again entered the market, followed 
Patten on one of ‘his spectacular cam- 
paigns and came out of the pit with a 
new fortune of $400,000. 

A part of this money he spent. on a 
tour of the world, which he only recent- 
ly completed, 

Haarstick’s death was similar to that 
of Corwin H. Spencer, whose closest as- 
sociate he was when engineering big 
grain deals. 

For several years the “Spencer-Haar- 
stick Combination,’’ as it was known on 
‘Change, was the dominating factor tn 
the St. Louis grain market, and more 
than once it made its influence felt on 
the Chicago Board of Trade. 

He was noted for his neatness of 
dress, and was sometimes called the 
Chesterfield on ’Change. 

Mr. Haarstick was vice-president of 
the Herf & Frerichs Chemical Co. at 
4628 South Broadway. He retained his 
p:embership in the Merchants’ Exchange,

The “gimlet burglar,”"’ who had been 
‘robbing West End homes for a year and 
a half, was shot dead by Private Watch- 
man William F. Mannion in the yard of 
Col. Edwin A. Batdorf's' home, 5067 
Washington boulevard, early Monday. 

The burglar,a-negro, was surprise¢ 
by. the watebman as he was trying to 
break into the residence of James Kava- 
naugh of 5061, next door to the Batdort 
residence. In his pocket was found the 
gimlet which he used to. bore holes in the 
siats of a window shutter, for the pur- 
pose of loosening it so that he could re- 
move it and lift the latch. 

He was identified as Sylvester Stew- 
art, known also as Al Stewart and as 
“deaf Al,’’ who served terms in Indiana 
and Dllinois penitentiaries:.for burglary. 
Supt. Shea found his photograph in the 
the St. Louis rogues’ gallery and the 
identification was. made positive by a 
tatoo mark representing a Masonic em- 
blem on the negro’ s right arm. Stewart 
came to St. Louls a year and a half sy 

and lived with his wife in the rear 
en Wash street. 


When shot the burglar was in his 


stocking feet and carried his shoes in 


his coat pocket. No papers were found 
on him to indicate his inentity. 
Watchman Mannion was. making his 
round at 4:45 a.m. He walked through 
a passageway to the rear of the Kava- 
aaugh residence to try the back door. 


Burglar Starts to Run. 


As he came in view of the rear porch 
he saw a man crouching there. The 
burglar at the same time saw Man- 
nion and ran, 

Mannion fired one shot in the air after 
commanding the burglar to halt. Shot 
and command were ineffective and the 
burglar climbed a> feace and dropped 
into the Batdorf yar" after: freeing 
himself from the grasp of Mannion, who 
grabbed his coat tails, tess could not 
hold ont» them. 

In the Batdorf yard the burgiar,- 
‘crouching low atterhpted to reach the 
rear gate. 


‘Mannion again commanded him to 
halt and when the order wags not obey- 
ed he aimed and fired. The bullet struck 
the burglar in .the head killing him in- 
stantly. 

The negro apparently was 30 years old, 
6 feet 10 inches tali and ‘weighed 200 


pounds. He was smooth-faced and his 
skin was dark brown. 


A gimlet, rosary, a gold chain and 
locket, @ gold-plated collar button, a 
package of safety pins, a pipe and to- 
bacco were found in a coat pocket. The 
police believe that the rosary, locket 
and button were a part of the negro’s 
loot from other West End ‘burglaries.

It cannot be said yet whether the 
Government will adopt this ‘coin or not: 
Many hurtdred dies havé been made fér 
coing never accepted, but if this _por- 
trait coin is issued it will be the first 
coin in actual authorized circulation to 
carry the head of Washington. Yet 
several pattern coins bearing it have} 
been circulated. 

Washington himself refused to allow 
such a coin to be issued during his life- 
time. He said ft was a “monarchical”’ 
custom, hot fitting in a’ republic. 

Yet his head has adorned pattern 
‘coins issued in small numbers, but never 
adopted officially, since 1783, when sore 
5000 to 10;000--by a well known designer 
‘named Wyon were strudk off. As late 
as 1863 a pattern for a 2-eent piece bear- 
Ing his head was made, and in 1866 a 
‘series of pattern 5-cent pieces, with his 
upon them, Was designed, but 
never circulated.

Judge é Muench, Dismissing 


Suit, Declares Secret Mar- 
riages Are Evil. 


In dismissing the divorce suit of Mrs. 
Sarah Jane Voden against Hazlett H. 
Voden, Judge Muench pointed out Mon- 
day, in a’ written opinion, the evils of 
runaway marriages. Charles B. Ebert 
of 3530 Connecticut street. father of 
Mrs. Voden, testified that the marriage 


May 30, 1896, was an. elopement. Judge 


Muench said, in part: 


This is another one of thoke run- 
away marriage which customarily 
terminate in the divorce courts. The 
most sacred status known to civilized 
life being thus entered into without a 
decent regard for the _ proprieties 
ordinarily surrounding this solemn 
step, it ls but natural that a dis- 
regard for the proprteties of married 
life itself should follow.

Policemen Need Brains and Character. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In relation to the Ralph Collins case, permit me to 
say a few wors. It fell to my lot to officiate at 
the funeral of the Young man and a duty more sad 
I have never performed. Besides the sorrow con- 
nected with such a service, there was also the feel- 
ing thet a great wrong had been done, a great crime 
committed. Naturally the question arises, to whom 
is this crime traceable? Primarily to the accused 
officer who wielded the club that blotted out a 
young and innocent life. But we must, in my opinion, 
hold others responsible as well. I mean those invested 
with the power to selegt, appoint and retain men 
on the police force. Why are not good men only 
chosen and retained as policemen? Men with good 
charact« =, level heads and humane instincts. A po- 
liceman should be something more than a mere 
bundle of avoirdupois done up in blue. A little edu- 
cation, a few grains of culture, a measure of re- 
finement, wouldn’t be detrimental to a policeman, It 
would seem. that too many men are selected for the 
police force without regard to intelligence, character 
or manly qualities. .Size, physique, pugilistic ‘power, 
weigh far too heavy in the selection of a police- 
man. More brains and less beef, if you please. 

One boy lying in his grave with his skull broken, 
another lying in the hospital with a blood clot on 
his brain and unable to recognize his friends, all the 
result of blows from policemen’s clubs. What a 
shame, and yet the Chief ef Police is reported as 
saying that he sees no need of issuing an order to 
his men relative to this clubbing business. Another 
official is reported as saying that we cannot re- 
duce the size of the policemen’s clubs to contorm 
to those carried by London officers because, he 
adds, the American people must be taught to re- 
spect the law. Bosh! Put a big club in the hands 
of a man with brutal instincts, let him wield it 
right anc left and then imagine that the people are 
being taught respect for law. A good law Is respect- 
ed only .s it finds em iment in good men who exe- 
cute it justly. This clubbing business Only creates 
disrespect for law. People cannot be cowed into re- 
spect for law, nor murdered into it. Good laws en- 
trusted to good men at the head of affairs, with good 
subordinates to execute them, are what creates re- 
spect in the breast of the people. To this end, the 
very best:men. obtainable should head our police sys- 
tem and onty men of intelilgepce, good moral char- 
acter, broad common sensé, humane instincts and 
sound discretion should constitute the police force. 

It is as important that a policeman knows what his 
duty isas what itisnot. What the functions of his 
offige are and what they are not. In this connection, 
the writer would like to ask the Chief of Police two 
questions: First, is a policeman in line with his duty 
when he orders ‘a peaceful, law-abiding citizen to 
“move on,’ whose only offense is that he is standing 
on the street and that at a time when the city is not 
under martia; law, and when no danger threatens? 
Secondly, is it the function of a policeman to act as a 
collecting agent for cabmen and others who charge 
strangers exorbitant prices for their goods or services 
as in the case of Senator Stone and others? It seems 
there are men in the vicinity of Union Station who 
watch their opportunity and when a stranger comes 
to their place of business and’ buys their goods or 
engages their services, charge him fabulous and 
exorbitant prices and when the poor victim protests 
they call in a policeman who says, “Yes, the dill 
must be paid.” 6 stranger reluctantly pays the 
bill and goes away holding his nose against the bad 
odor our city has thus thrown about.him, vowing 
that he wul never return again. Is the police force 
a collecting agency for these bad mien? This'is a per- 
tinent question and if the Chief will answer it he will 
confer & great favor; Meanwhile, citizens, look out 
for your heeds and your pocketbooks.

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DO WOMEN MARRY FOR A HOME? 
From the New York World. 

‘Do women marry for homes and for 
support?” The question follows natural- 
ly on President Taft's expressed ‘‘wish 
that every woman were so situated that 
she did not think it was necessary for 
her to marry if she did not want to.” 
Interviews with representative women 
in The World reveal a virtual agreement 
with Mr. Taft’s ideal of marriage, but a 
diversity. of opinion regarding existing 
conditions of matrimony. 

It is generally agreed that the “finan- 
cially independent woman will. marry 
for love,” and the statement hag the 
support of the census returns. The num- 
ber of women. earning their living in 
the United States more than doubled 
between 1880 and 1900, the larger repre- 
sentation of women in industry being 
specially notable in the departments of 
trade and transportation, where ‘tthe per- 
centage rose from 3.4 to 10.6. The fig- 
ures furnish interesting testimony to the 
decreasing need for women to marry 
for a home. Yet between 1890 and 1900 
the percentage of married women in. the 
nation slightly increased. Is the fact 
explained by a desire rather than a need 
for a home by a longing for companion- 
ship which - is the ‘primal instinct of 
either sex?’
